Late Hains in Central Illinois Have 
Mad a Good Effect in Rendering Farm 
Work Less Difficult. :

BLooMiInerton, Iil., Oct, 15.—The late raigs 

which have prevailed pretty generally 
throughout Central Lllinois have been of 
good effect in rendering farm work less dif- 
ficult. The land was too dry for tall plow- 
ing until a number of heavy showers had 
fallen. It is now in prime condition, ani 
the fields are full of plowmen. The wintér 
wheat, of which a large area was sown, fs 
greatly improved by the moisture, and fs 
flourishing admirably. The farmers are 
greatly encouraged by their success 
with wheat, especially winter, the past four 
years, and year by year are seeding wider 
acreage. The frost has done no great im 
a to corn..

Paris, France, Sept. 26.—Promenading 
through Paris yesterday 1 found myself in 
the rue de Balzac, and directed my footsteps 
towards the dwelling where the author of 
“La Comedie Humaine” breathed his last, 
and where Mme. de Balzac recently died. A 
month after the death of the latter the prop- 
erty was purchased by Mme. Solomon de 
Rothschild, when, in order to deliver the 
keys to the new proprietor at the stipulated 


time, all the papers, notes, revisions, and 


many souvenirs of Balzac were 
HEAPED UP IN A PILE AND BURNED! 

Among these were letters to Balzac from 
Hugo, de Vigny, and Frederic Lemaitre, 
which Mme. de Balzac had sacredly pre- 
served. There were also the agreements be- 
tween Balzac and his editors, and a whole 
chapter of “ Histoiré Literaire.” 

There were so many papers in the salle-a- 
manger and in the salon that they were 


trodden under (foot, and “What is to be’ 


done with them?” it was asked. And the 
consequence was, that they were heaped up 
and burned, as 1 have already stated. It is 
shameful that thase having in charge the sale 
of the contents of the library of Buizac were 
willing to allow the manuscripts so carefully 
guarded by his widow to be removed so 
carelesly from their silent resting-place and 
scattered to the winds and flames. This 
library is a chef d’uvre, arranged in the 
style so much in vogue atthe time of Louis 
Philippe; but Mme. de Baizac never allowed 
any buta few faithful friends to enter its 
sacred precincts after the death of her hus- 
band. All the relics of Balzac were coliected 
there: pooks of the rarest description: man- 
uscripts with autographic corrections by 
Balzac; copies of his printed works; com- 
plete and fragmentary chapters of romance 
to be completed, etc., etc. A director of a 
journal who is still living, having called on 
Balzac one day for a new romance, the latter 
took from a arawer a large manuscript, say- 


“HERE 19 ‘LES HERITIERS BOISROUGE’ : 
it is not finished, but when complete it shall 
be for you.’”’ Finished or unfinished, this 
romance must have existed at the time of 
the death of Mme. de Balzac, in the library. 

But, as all know, the 
widow of Balzac died extremely in debt, and 
on the morning tollowtng her death creditors 
of all descriptions took possession of the 
house. ‘the bed-chambers were ransacked:

However, ail were soon subjected 
to the inconvenience of alighting, as a sud- 
den turn of the coach caused the pole to 
break, and we were obliged to pursue the 
journey by steamboat, which obliged us to 
pay a double fare, and lanaed us ata great 
distance from our hotels, while many other 
unexpected inconveniences were endured. I 
would not aduise any one to take the coachi- 
and-four to Versailles, 

No one visiting Paris for pleasure ever 
neglects to visit Versailles. Foreign Princes 
and Kings have made special journeys there 
frequently, with the object of seeing the 
Triagpns, and especially

the favorit abode of Marie Antoinette. It 
was here that the Queen and her companions 
dressed in calico and transformed themselves 
into shepherdesses and milkmaids during 
the day, and gave theatrical exhibitions in 
the evening—the princi pertormers being 
the Queen, Madame Elizabeth, the Count 
d’Arwis (Charies X.), and noted persons of 
the Court. The theatre was built specially 
for Marie Antoinette, and inaugurated in 
780. The Swiss Village of the Petit Trianon 
includes a Manor-House, the Farm, the Bail- 
iff’s House, the Dairy, the Vicarage, and the 
Boudoir—a singular appendage to this rural 
scenery. 1 must not forget to include the 
Mill, whose wheel was once put in motion in 
some expensive mechanical way merely for 
the sake of picturesqueness of effect, the 
whole affair having been arranged to add 
to the pastoral appearance of the scene. 
“Louis XVL,.” we are told, “was the iord 
of that village; the Queen, the farmer's 
wife; the Comte de Provence (afterwards 
Louis XVIIL), the miller: the Comte 
d’Artois (afterwards Charies x.), the gare- 
keeper; Cardinal de Rohan, the Vicar; and 
Prince de Polignac, the bailiff.”

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A FEMALE DESPERADO. 


Mary Sullivan’s Crimes-The Story of a 
Recent Kentucky Lynching. 
Louirotiie Commercial, 

In Caldwell County, Ketitucky, there lived 
on the bottoms of the Tradewater River two 
families destined to x»ost terrible ends—the 


country people round about began to say 
strange things of the girl, Mary Sullivan. 
She was a bright, quick girl of 20, with 
light hair, light blue eyes, and a little 
above the medium in size. No man for 
miles about could outlift her. With gun or 
pistol she was a dead shot. On horseback 
there wasn’t a boy in the county who could 
ride faster over rougher countfy, or who 
dared to commit half the dare-devil pranks 
that Mary eonstantly delighted in. She rode 
a horse like a man, and cared little that her 
limbs were exposed thereby. Mary had lost 
all sense of girlish delicacy, and half the 
young men of the neighborhood openly 
boasted that she had bestowed her favors on 
them. The effect of all this in a quiet coun- 
try neighborhood can hardly be imagined. 
Mary Sullivan’s name became the by-word 
for all that was infamous, and the staid coun- 
try matrons lulled their babies to sleep with 
stories of the horribie Mary and her midnight 
rides and crimes.

THE “CRANK” CAMPAIGN IN OHIO. 

The elections in Ohio and West Virginia 
were held on the same*day. One State lies 
to the eust and the other to the west of the 
Ohio River, and they border on éach other 
for a distance of nearly 300 miles. Onio had 
a Republican majority of 25,000; West Vir- 
ginia was as reliably Democratic as Michi- 
gan is Republican, and had sent a solid Bour- 
bon delegation to Congress during a long 
termi of years. The issues in both States, 
with a single exception, were the same, and 
they were fought out upon the same geo- 
graphical lines. The result was a practical 
reversal of the political conditions. Ohio 
went Democratic and elected a Democratic 
majority of its Congressional delegation. 
West Virginia elected two Republicans to 
Congress out of the fuur members who were 
Democratic before, whittled down the Dem- 
ocratic majority in the other two districts to 
insignificant proportions, and almost wrested 
the State Legislature from the Democrats. 
It is yery evident that the exceptional issue 
in Ohio—the cranky, way in which the liquor 
and Sabbatarian questions were put before the 
people—was the reason for the defeat on the 
west of the Olrio River on the same day a de- 
cided vietory was achieved on the east af the 
Ohio River, | 

We print in another colomn an article 
from the caustic pen of Mr. Halstead, which, 
with a little further elucidation, will enable 
readers here and elsewhere to comprehend 
the full force of the political lesgon this con- 
trast teaches.

The result 
of all this crank legislation, conceived in 
hypocrisy and brought forth in bad faith, 
qwas a popular protest in the spring elections, 
when the cities of Ohlo went Democratic, 
But the cranks were careless of the conse- 
guences to the Republican party as they were 
indifferent to the decree of the Supreme 
Court and the pledges that had been made to 
the people.

The result has passed into 
history. 

- It is possible that dissensions among the Re- 
publicans, due to thé course of the present 
Administration, the reassertion of bossism in 
the East, the popular disgust at Hubbeilism, 
the star-route seandal, and other abuses 
might have reduced thé Republican majority 
in Ohio if thé fight this fall had been made 
on National issues. But the Republicans 
have so much confidence in the willmgness 
and ability of their party organization and 


up within its ranks that the defection would 
not have been large enough to cause defeat 
in the absence of the liquor and Sunday ques- 
tions. In fact, the result in West Virginia 
makes it doubtfal whetlier there would have 
been any serious reduction in the Republican 
majority whder the usual conditions. More- 
over, there was no oceasion to permit the 
brawling cranks to run the party on the local 
issue they obtruded, because there was not 
an election fora new Legislature. But the

The details of the Ohio campaign convey 
a warning which will hot be neglected in 
other States. The very satne class of cranks 
who sacrificed the Republican party in Ohio 
have made and are stili making a desperate 
effort to fasten upon the Republican party of 
Illinvis. Setar they Have failed, and now 
they will certainly not be tolerated. If they 
insist upon making a fight for their delusion 
of regarding the manufacture and sale ot 
wine and beer as a “crime against God,” 
they are at liberty to vote tor separate tickets 
which represent that absurdity, but they 
cannot commit the Republican party to any 
sach destructive nonsense. 

THE PRIMARY BUSINESS IN CHICAGO 
AND NEW YORK. 

Those who want to teform our political 
methods should begin where the *‘ machine” 
begins—at the primaries. All the evils of 
bossism have their root in the abuses of the 
primary elections. It is at this point that the 
party wirepullers begin to get their grip ou 
the party throat which they refuse to loosen 
in the State and National Conventions. If 
they could not carry the primaries they could 
not run the conventions, 

In New York the machine has made the 
ptimaries an oligarchy, The Republican 
vote of New York City is upwards of 80,000, 
bat the nuinber of Republicans who can vote 
at the primaries has been reduced to be- 
tween 6,000 and 7,000, Only those Ke 
phblicans cah go to the primaries who 
ate enrolled in thé Assembly district 
clubs. ‘To become a member of one of these 
clubs a Kepublfean must, after he has been 
) elected by a majority of the members, sign a 
pledge to “sustain all nominations.” The 
clubs are governed by ah Executive Commit- 
tee, whose rules decree that “all its proceed- 
ings shall be kept strictly secret.” Under 
stich a system the Republican rings of New 
York find it easy to ride the party from the 
primary to the election. The membership of 
the clubs has been steadily decreasing by re- 
movais, deaths, and resignations, and coming 
mpre completely under the domination of the 
officeseekers, Who never move, die, or re- 
sign. 

Decent Republicans will not go into such 
ca@impany under such pledges. They ap 
pdaled to the Republican State Convention to 
restore to them the patty franchise which 
the bosses had taken away, but the conven- 
tion refused to do so. Consequently the New 
York City Republican ring has in the party 
conventions the oversiiadowing power that 
comes from the possession of the largest solid 
delegation. It was the drill and numerical 
stte of this delegation that carried the 
nomination of Judge Fvulger. The same 
salar was balefully felt in the last Na- 
tig@nal Convention, and will surely reappear 
in} National polities. The primary system 
of Tammany Hall is justias bad.

If these fail, and it appears 
‘that the maty is still going against the 
wishes of the ity Comniittee, a hired 
mob declares thartial law about the polls, 
and the judges declare the prearranged re- 
sult, New York allows the few thousands 
of registered blicans to vote, but In 
Chicago, under tite prétense of free elections, 
the whole business is eontrotied by the poli- 
tieians of the County, Committee, their ap- 
pointees, and the mob in reserve. The aril- 
| mus of the New York politicians wasShown 
in kind, if not in degree, by the refusal vf 
our Republican County Committee at its 
last meeting to grant tie petition of 
the Repuplicans of one of the wards 
for a place of primary meeting in every pre 
einct. In this ward the Republicavs of the 
two largest precinets have to go two miles 
and a half to their voting-piace, The pre- 
einect system for primaries has been adopted 
in the Twelfth Ward with the best results. 

In refusing a request so reasonable as that 
for more convenient polling-places, our Re- 
publican County Comatittee showed a will 
ingness to go as far as they could in the direc- 
tion of the New York precedent. The effect 
of their action is to put the control of the 
party notin the hands of all the voters of 
the party, but in those of that faction of it 
which have special reasons for taking extraor- 
dinary pains to “ run with the machine.” 

THE 8ST. LOUIS SHOOTING. 

The killing of Mr. Slayback at St. Louis 
was one of those deplorabie affairs which are 
rendered the more so because of their wholly 
unnecessary character, We will assume 
that both were in private life amiable and 
exemplary gentiemen, and in no sense bellig- 
erent, and having no previous persona! hatred 
of one another. Mr. Slayback’s law partner 
was a candidate for Congress, and had been 
opposed by another person who was supported 
by the Post-Dispatch, edited by Mr. Cock- 
erlll. Mr. Slayback’s friend obtained the 
nomination. In supporting him for office he 
commented severely, in public speeches, upon 
the course of the paper and its editor. Mr. 
Cockerill, in response, published a letter 
written by Judge Glover, of St. Louis, and 
printed by him a year or more before, in 
which Mr. Slayback was severely handled. 
Judge Glover has been for years one of the 
foremost lawyers in St. Louis and a gentle- 
man of character and respectability. Slay- 
back took no notice of Judge Glover’s let- 
ter until it was reproduced a year later by 
the Post-Dispatch. Mr. Siayback obtained 
the services of a friend, armed himself, and 
proceeded to the newspaper office with the 
expressed purpose of compelling Cockerill 
to retract Judge Glover's letter. He with his 
friend entered the private office of Cockerill, 
and they got into an encounter immediately. 
Cockerill’s pistol was ia reach on his table, 
and before Siayback could fire his own he 
was shot and killed by Cockerill. 

What did Slayback go to the office for? 
What did he want there? Why did he seek, 
pistol in hand, to make Cockerill withdraw 
the letter written and published a year be- 
fore by a responsible citizen? Was his 
pistol to coerce Uockerill? If so, he should 
bave taken the pains to shoot first. He 
could not expéct te meet no resistance, 
and voluntarily seeking the fracas he per- 
ished in his own folly. 

This kind of business is part of the silly 
sentiment ruling at the South. When two 
men there have 4 difference of opinion both 
sides resort to pistols ag a means of settle- 
ment. .In this ease, Unfortunate and dis- 
tressing as it is, there can hardly be a ques- 
tion that under the cifcymstances Mr. Cock- 
erill was justjtied in firing at the man who 
evidently intended firtng at hin.

DESTROYING THE STREETS. 

New York is passing through a bitter 
ordeal which may be in reserve for Chi- 
cago. The steam heating companies that 
in some way best known to themselves 
obtained from the Common Council un- 
limited powers to tear up the streets in 
order to lay their pipés have gone to work. 
For months the busiest dowh-town streets 
have Deen almostimpassable, Halfof Wall 
street, which when clear has barely room 
for two stages to passeach other, has been 
excavated so that but one vehicle can go 
through. Fulton street and Broadway have 
been treated in the same way. On Fulton 
street the steam heatifig company occupy 
one-half the readway, and one-third the side- 
walk and the public gets along as well as it 
can with the rest, The companies have the 
right to go through every street, and to con- 
nect with every house. They begin to ex- 
cavate when and where they choose, and 
keep possession of the streets practically as 
long as it suits their convenience. 

The delays and interruptions of business 
are described by the New York press as 
frightful. But this does not teil it all. 
When the companies relay the sidewalks and 
pavements they do it in the shabbiest@nan- 
ner. After they have gone through a street 
itis ina state resembling a lawn that has 
been tunneled under bya mole. Chicago 
has granted the wealthiest of these steam- 
heating corporations a franchise similar to 
that which it holds in New York. When 
our turn comes our streets will be seized and 
blockaded like those of|' New York. When 
the pavements are relaid they will be ruined, 
as they have been where the Western ladi- 
ana has put down its underground wires. 

Both in Chicago and New York these con- 
cessions have been made to the companies 
without any safeguards or compensation for 
the public. Thetée may in the far future 
come aday in our munitipal development, 
after our streets have been torn up by all 
manner of corporations, whea Chicago will 
have a Common Council that will treat 
the ordinances it has to pass as something 
more than assets for the enrichment of the 
members who vote for them.

THE SHAMEFUL ORDINANCE TO FPRO- 
TECT DRUNKENNESS OF MINORS. 

The City Council enacted an ordinance a 
few days ago avowedly and distinctly to pro- 
hibit under severe penalty the giving of any 
evidence against persons charged with sell- 
ing liquor id saloons to minors. This law 
provides that any minor entering a saloon 
and buying or asking for liquor shall be fined 
$10 for the first offense and $25 for the sec- 
ond. As the salé of liquor to minors can 
only be proven by the testimony of the boys, 
the effect (as It was the object of the law) is 
to prevent any boy testifying to the purchase 
of liquor In a saloon. The ordinance was 
prepared by members of the Council who 
are themselves saloonkeepers and car- 
ried through the Council by their ef 
forts. The fine of $10 and $25 on the 
boy is made a minimum fine and the Justice 
has no discretion in the case. If the fine was 
fixed at $1, or hot exceeding $5, the parents 
ot the boys would in most cases pay the fine 
to secure the punishment of those saloon- 
keepers who harbor boys and sheiter them 
while drinking; but to inipose a fine of $25 
is really to punish the pareuts for the offense 
invited, promoted, and encouraged by the 
saloonkeepers. The Council has interfered 
to protect minors iu drinking and loafing in 
saloons. The ordinanee is disgraceful and 
scandalous to the city. 

Mayor Harrison has indicated a purpose to 
veto the ordinance. On Saturday he éald, as 
reported: 

“ What are you gotng to do with the ordinance 
which provides for the Oning of drunkards and 
mioors who go into a saloun and ask for liquor?” 

“I sbali probably veto it, because I don’t like 
the wording. But, on general principles, I think 
that drunkards can be stopped better by hold- 
ing the parties wno make beastie of themselves 
amenabie to the law than attempt: to bold 
those who furnish them with the stuff. I don't 
like the idea of a minimum fine. The ordinance 
says it «hail not beless than $%. Toat would 
render the law iteelf nugutory. The tine ougat 
to be left to the disereuun of the magistrate. A 
boy might beled intaa saloon by sonny 
and if he happened tu get in the second time ta 
the same way and wasarrested the magistrate 
would have wtoe him $25, whico his parents 
would bave to pay or be would go to the bride- 
well. Orif he were caught the tirst time they 
would haveto pay $10 to get him out. The re- 
sult would be few arrests and an injury 
to the morale of the police force. 
The better wa would be to have a 
law so that the police could arrest every ofend- 
er and give the magistrate discretion. Another 
objection urged agaiost the ordinance is that 
the only way the seiler can be convicted is by 
the testimony of the one who does the driok'ng. 
If a salounkeeper is ia the babit of harboring 
minors he ought to be punished for it. With 
discretion vested in them the magistrates could 
let Gp on a boy who testified; but as the ordi- 
nance reads they would have to fine the wit- 
ness if ove took the stand. I don't believe the 
good saloonkeepers are in favor of such a 
sweeping iaw. it certainiy would not benefit 
the morals of the city. But there is an 
admirable clause in the ofdimance—that ia 
relation to boys who represent themselves to be 
ot age. Boys are constuntiy gommg iato saloons 
and getting liquor for theic parents, as they 
claim, but instead of taking the pail home they 
go into some alley, drink the liquor, become in- 
toxivated, and are arrested. They ought to be 
punished—nuot the saloonkeepers, who didn’t 
violate the spirit of theluw, iI Haven't made up 
my miod yet what | shall do with the ordinance. 
il may not veto it, but may send it bace to the 


Council] and ask for its amendwent 60 as to have 
a Maximum tise.” 


The Mayor is wrong in his notions that the 
saloonkeeper who knowingly sells liquor to 
minors and drunkards ought not to be pun- 
ished, Dut that the boys and the drunkards 
should be punished for being seduced into 
disreputable hell-heles where minors are in- 
veigied and plundered of their money and 
put into the street when drunk. But he is 
right, and cl@arly so, in protesting against 
the enormous fine imposed on the boys, the 
intent of which is te punish those boys who 
may be willing to testify against their crim- 
inal tempters. The ordinance, as it how 
stands, stibjects every boy whe may testify 
against a disreputable saloon to a fine of $3 
orgimprisonment in the bridewell. The 
Mayor, it is hoped, will arrest this vicious 
and scandalous ordinance or compe! its prop- 
er amendwent,

THE DRESS REVOLUTION. 

The movement in England for a Dress Con- 
gress, which has been initiated by one or two 
ladies of rank, has received a fresh impulse 
from the discussions upon dress reform in 
the Sanitary Oongress which recently held 
its annual session in London. At first glance, 
the subject seerhs a small one to occupy the 
attention of so large and important a body, 
and nut specially counected with sanitary 
science. Still it is an open question whuther 
the public health might not be greatly ad- 
vanced by commencing with the individual. 
All persons are agfeed that sanitary meas- 
ures are of the utmost necessity, but they 
are referred ii almost every case to the com- 
munity in general, and are of a kind usually 
intrusted to the plumbers, housebuilders, 
civil engineers, and mechanics who have to 
do with the construction of residences, halls, 
and churches, or to large corporate bodius 
who have the health of large multitudes in 
charge. All this is necessary, but are hy- 
gienic appliances likely to benefit the masses 
when the individual units in these masses 
are neglecting the fundamental laws of 
health, and would not thése general measures 
be much more eflicient if individuals 
knew how to take care of themselves ? This is 
the main purpose of the Sanitary Congress— 
namely: to inform men and women how to 
dress and tak¢ care of themselves so as to be 
healthy. If this could be accomplished, 
there is no question that It would reduce the 
large number of cases which it is ignorantly 
supposed cannot be cured except by the ex- 
pensive prescriptions of masous, carpenters, 
and pluwbers,. [In other words, the trouble 
is quite as likely to be with the man or 
woman of the louse ag with the house in 
which they liva. 

The principal paper read before the con- 
gress was written by Dr. Alfred Carpenter, 
a physician-and surgeon of note, and the 
basis of his paper was the unheaithiness of 
present modes ot dress. He commenced at 
the head and went to the foot and found lit- 
tle that was héalthy in any part of the route. 
The “ chimey-pot,” or in American parlance, 
the “ stovepips”” hat, was his special ab- 
horrenee, not alone because it is the ugliest 
headgear that can be wort, but one of thé 
most unhealthy, and so great was the good 
Doctor’s detestation of the hideous thing 
that he thought Parliament ought to pass a 
law forbiddme its use, though he im- 
agined, if this were ‘done, that “ the 
prisons of the country would be in- 
sufficient to accommodate those who would 
suffer martyrdom sooner than give up its 
use.” There are many in this country who 
will sympathize with the Doctor in his views, 
and yet this does not explain why so many

either healthy, 


arow larger as the children grew. 
be far better for children to be bfought 


those diseases which spring from dyspepsia ) 


and its allies.” 

The Doctor’s indtetments of head and foot 
clothing were uo more severe than of other 
articles of apparel. He assailed ligatures 
upon all parts of the body, and launched 
some of his most savage artows at stays and 
tight-lacing, which sacrifice health to figure, 
and displace the vital organs. He dealt in 
detail with the way 11 which infants are 
clothed and ligatured, often to their fatal in- 
jury, the inconsistent practice of dressing 
them too thinly in cold weather and too 
heavily and bot in warm weather, and in 
general it seemed to him as if mothers were 
bound to protect places which do not need 
protection, and to leave those unprotected 
which need it the most. Materials again are 
selected which have no relation to the pur- 
pose they ate meant to fulfill, or if diey hap- 
pen to be adapted to their purpose then they 
are spoiled by linings. In the matter of em- 
bellishing clothes he spoke in detatl of the 
use by manufacturers of arsenic, antimony, 
lead, and other deleterious sabstances, when 
the animal, vegetable, and mineral worlds 
are rich in beautiful and healthy dyes, and 
of the manner in whicao linens and woolens 
were dressed and disguised for the market 
by the Introduction of forvign earthy matters. 

It must be confessed, however, that the 
Doctor, like many others who have spoken 
and written upon the subject, did not ex- 
press very sanguine hopes that these re- 
forms would be adopted by those most in 
need of them. It is possible that men, if the 
matter was brought before them in some 
practical way, might be influenced, as they 
ate not so wedded to fashion and can even 
depart from the reigning mode without any 
social penalty, and indeed their fashions 
have but little change. With women, how- 
ever, the case is different, as their fashfous 
are constantly changing, and they have to 
keep up with the changes or endure the 
social punishment of being considered 
horrid frights and ruled owt of titat 
marvelously ugly world which is de 
vised by industrious and sehéeming 
milliners and modistes, with pecuniary 
ends in view. The Doctor, however, 
makes the only suggestion that is practical— 
namely: that * public opinion should be in- 
fluenced respecting barbarous customs in re- 
gard to clothing which continue te fi »urish 
and bear evil fruit in a thousand different 
ways,” and that “good sense should be 
brought into power even among the vetaries 
of fashion and the followers of custom.” 
Exactly how to accomplish the latter some- 
what difficult task he dves not exylain, but 
it cannot be done until he cavteres some of 
the “queens of society,” as he calls them, 
and cenvinces them of the necessity of 
change. This done, he and the Sanitary 
Congress will have no further trouble, for if 
the queens should become sensible in the 
inatter of dress, all other women would.
